History In (Indian Names. 


Mrs. M ary M. Dunlap of Cbilli- 
cothe, Ohio, who

just celebrated 
her 105th birthday, remembers that, 
in early childhood

Indians in the vicinity. 
The period is 
so remote th a t it 
cems to have no 
lesson 
for 
the * , esent. 
Yet it is 
worth recalling, it for no other rea- 
, on than th a t it explains many place 
names, so familiar to us but whose 
meaning is buried in an unknown lan­ 
guage. 
It was a 
me of Indian mi­ 
gration. 
The des< adants of the Del- 
eware Indians of the Wyoming Val­ 
ley carried the same name to what is 


pow 
the State of 
Wyoming. 
The 
word in the Algonquin tongue means 
“broad fiats.” 
W hat is perhaps of 
more local interest is that the early 
village, 18 miles below the forks of 
the Ohio and known to the English 
as Logs town, in the native tongue, 
went by the name of Wyoming. The 
Shawnees of Pennsylvania and Ohio 
have left similar traces of their w an­ 
derings in the local names of this vi- 
cinty. 
The first record of a band of

Chartier,
